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THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


While the election of President Coolidge was generally conceded 
by close students of things political, and in some instances dis- 
counted by far-seeing: business men, the past month, nevertheless, 
showed a hesitancy in trade expansion until the result at the polls 
was definitcly known. Although no real belief existed that the 
third’ party’ could muster enough votes to win, the shadow of a 
possibility of the election being thrown into Congress caused trade | 
executives to proceed cautiously, and business totaling milhons of 
dollars was held in abeyance pending the actual outcome. Now 
that we know officially that business is not to be destroyed and 
that the present administration, with its sound economic policy, is 
to be retained in office: the way is paved for an era of country-wide 
prosperity that should extend over a number of years. 
The fundamentals of business are sound and promising. Con- 
sumption has about overtaken production and the readjustment 
between these two factors is well under way. Executives of some 
of the large manufacturing companies in the East are reported to 
have greatly increased their stock holdings in their own companies 
because they believed that Coolidge would be elected and that 1925 
will be a good business year. This buying was by the head of 
a steel company, the president of ‘a leading oil company, and a 
copper officia}—three representative basic industries. Buying of 
this kind takes place, when manufacturers’ believe the. bysinest’ tide 
hag turned o£ i. eee ;

One result of the ratification of the Dawes plan hag been the 
strengthening of copper prices’ as Germany is a large user of this 
metal. Reports are current that a premium is being paid for the 
metal for delivery during the first quarter of 1925. While this 
year so far has seen comparatively low prices, the consumption has 
been remarkable. Shipments for the first nine months, both do- 
mestic and foreign, have averaged 219,00,000 pounds monthly, 
or at the rate of 2,628,000,000 pounds a year.

Improved European conditions are also 
expected to stimulate the demand for American cotton. 


It is estimated that the recent rise in grain prices has given 
the farmers am additional one billion dollars. This gives to them 
a buying power, the importance of which cannot be over-estimated: 
Reports from the mail order houses indicate that they have already 
felt the effect of this increased purchasing power, which is be- 
lieved to be larger than at any time since deflation began. It is 
estimated that the farm buying power from July 1, 1924, to June 
30,1025, will be 103 per cent. of 1913. Prof. David Friday, in a 
recent address to the American Association of Joint Stock Land 
Banks, stated that not only is the farmer on the high road to pros- 
perity’ but that his prosperous condition will, continue. He bases 
Jys calculation on the fact that national population is constantly in-
